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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 8/15/2005 has been entered. The information 
disclosure statements filed on 10/6/2005; 8/15/2005 and 7/11/2005 all have been 
entered. Claims 1-15, 22-24, 28, and 43-51 have been canceled. Claims 16-21, 25-27, 
29-42, and newly added claims 52-77 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-21, 25-27, 29-42, and 52-77 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art references disclose various method of programming the bar code 
readers. However, the prior art fails to specifically discloses a bar code reader 
comprising the combination of a scanning means, a parameter memory, a menuing 
memory, an I/O device, a processing means, and having the specific functions and 
characteristics as recited in claim 16. 

The prior art also fails to disclose the limitations of claims 19, 25, 66, and 72. 

Remarks 

Applicant's arguments filed on 8/15/2005 have been fully considered and are 
considered persuasive.
